The  Afos/oh  will  e.iciise  us,  we  trust    i| 
we  do  not  utlempt  a  formal  reply   lo  'the 
series  ol  eilitorial  articles  now  appeaiimr  i„ 
that   journal    on     "Religion    and    Race" 
which    are  based   on   otir  slafracm  a  few 
weeks  ago  iliat  the  responsibilitv  for   the 
epidemic  of  crime  existing  in  Soiith  .Amer- 
ica "rests  largely  with  tlie  Catholic  cliuich  " 
Life  is   short  and  our  spjice  is  limited    and 
we  can  not  undcrtate  llierefore  to  repiv  in 
detail    to  about   ten    columns  a  week  of 
denials  and  iccriminatioiis.     Crime  is  not 
peculiar  lo  any  race,  or  nationality    or  re- 
ligion, and  for  that  committed  hv'tlie  race 
and  nationality  10  wliicli  we  belong  no  one 
could   feel    more    pained  and   litimiliated 
tlian    ourselves.      Our    purpose,    however 
was  not    to    institute   comparisons,    but    to 
call  attention    lo    a   very    distressing  and 
alarming  stale  of  society  in  .South  .im'erica 
It  so  happens  thai  the  Catholic  church  i.s 
dominant  in  all  these  countries,  except  one, 
tiiat  the  priests  are  numerous  ami  powerful' 
and  that  no  apparent  eirort  is  made  to  check 
crime  anil  elevate   the  people  morally  ami 
sociahy.     Tor  this  we  unhesitaliiiglv  hold 
the  Catholic  church  largely  responsible.      If 
the  AposMo  will  come  back  Iroui  its  tour  of 
the  world,  hiinling  for  English  and  Protes- 
tant crimes,  we  will  undertake  lo  prove  die 
proposition,   or  eat  our  words.     In  Brazil 
the  church  has  been  a  |)art  of  the  state  up 
to  1SS9,  and  it  can  not  sbirk  its  responsibil- 
ity for  the  ignorance,  immorality  and  criin- 
inalily  which  is   to   be  found    here.     Let 
"JMotiern  Babylon"  alone,  colleague  ;  and

THE  PAR  OF  EXCHANGE. 
In  a  lecent  note  on  the  circiinistance 
that  one  of  our  oldest  and  most  respected 
merchants  had  just  celebrated  liis  ijotli 
birthday  and  that  he  came  lo  Brazil  70 
years  ago,  we  made  the  ccunment  that  he 
had  seen  exchange  drop  from  54  to  less 
than  one-fcHirlh  that  rate.  This  statement 
lias  since  becii  contested.  Although  we  had 
not  taken  the  Irouble  to  look  up  the  exact 
qiiolation  lor  the  year  of  ,Mr.  Steele's  arrival 
in  Bnizil,  our  statement  w.is  near  enough 
the  truth  for  the  pur|)ose  in  view— a  giui- 
eral  cotn[iaris,m  between  the  rate  ciirrem  at 
the  comnieuceinent  ol  his  Ion;'  business 
career  and  that  of  Ihe  piesent  daj" 

During  the  colonial  period  the  remittances 
from  Brazil  to  I'.irtngal  were  made  in  gold 
ingots,  or  in  >/;««»«.  a  gold  coin  valued 
at  C$400,  or  36  shillings— tile  par  of  ex 
change  being  67^^  pence  per  milrei.s.  Till 
par  of  exchange  was  not  changetl  unii 
1833. 

in  1S08  the  arriv.al  of  D.  Joao  VI  effect 
ed  a  radical  change  in  the  social,  polilica 
and  commercial  lile  ol  the  country.  The 
p- ills  of  Brazil  were  then  f.r  the  (irst  linn 
o[>etied  to  foreign  comnifice,  and  main 
liireign  iiierchinls  became  residents  here 
The  king  anil  his  court  were  |ioor  and 
greedy,  and  the  revenues  of  the  coloiu' 
were  far  from  siillicient  for  their  demamls. 
Recourse  was  llrst  li.id  to  the  coinage  of 
silver  which  yielded  a  piolit  of  20  per'cent. 
To  facilitate  tliis.  the  Spanish  dollars 
briMight  from  I'erti  by  the  iiomewaril-bouud 
treasure  ships,  were  largely  bought  up  at 
800  reis  foria  'each,  and  then  stamped  960 
reis,  the  Spaniards  accepting  drafts  on 
Ijindoii,  or  gokl,  in  p.iyment.  These 
transactions  ami  the  lapidly-increasing  im- 
piat  trade  of  the  colony,  drained  the  nnirket 
ol  drafts  and  gokl,  ami  the  rale  of  exchange 
.soon  ranged  at  So  lo  841/.,  going  even  to 
i)%(i.  in  1S12-13, 

It  soon  happened,  however,  that  the 
"weak"  (fnua)  silver  coin  exceeded  local 
requirements  and,  as  gold  was  no  longer 
currenl,  it  practically  became  legal  temler 
and  was  used  in  the  purchase  of  exchange 
on  foreign  countries  Tiie  rate  then  began 
lo  lall  until  .gold  passed  its  par  valuation 
and  was  i|noled  at  a  premium,  the  tale  be- 
ing about  551/.  T'he  merchants  then  remit- 
ted gold  in  jjiefercnce  to  bills,  and  this  soon 


exhaustel  the  su|iply  of  gold  coin  which 
remained  in  the  country.  TheTorlugue.se 
court  then  h.id  recourse  to  another  ex(ie. 
dicm-ihe  issue  of  p,per  currency— which 
I"  iMi,  became  redundant  ami  depreciated 
to  .siicli  an  extent  thai  it  was  necessary  lo 
declire  it  a  legal  lender  by  law.  This 
caused  a  ftirliier  fall  in  exchange,  which 
stoo,lat4S,/attlic  liuie  of  I).  joiVVs  de- 
parnire  Irom  Unizil.

Of  this 
amount  lRt58,267,ooo  were  issued  by  national 
banks.  The  S/<iHi/nni says  that  ^^220,000  sterling 
were  p.aid  for  printing  28,000,000  notes,  which 
shows  Ihat  no  very  inconsiderable  sum  must  have 
stuck  to  ihe  fmgeis  through  which  the  orders 
passed , 

—According  to  ofTicial  returns  there  was  a  de-

—The  S.  Paulo  legislature  met  in  extra  session 
on  the  tith  inst.  for  the  purpose  of  taking  action  in 
regard  to  affairs  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  the  committee  on  justice  has 
framed  a  bill  authori/.ing  the  governor  of  the  state 
lo  aid  the  general  government  in  maintaining  the 
integrity  of  the  nation  and  in  defending  the  repub- 
lic and  also  lo  provide  for  the  defence  of  S.  Panlo. 
—Affairs  in  Pernamlmco  are  ilecidedly  inter- 
esting—for a  republic.  The  regulars  parade  the 
street's  with  their  ritles,  and  when  asked  why  they 
do  so  they  reply  ihat  it  is  in  conformity  with 
superior  orders,  Sentinels  arc  placed  nt  points 
distant  from  the  barracks  and  civilian  officials  are 
treated  with  disrespect  and  violence.  Military 
rule  in  I'ernanihuco  is  becoming  even  worse  than 
in  Russia.     A  civil  war  is  imminent. 

— A  Pernambuco  lc!egr,am  says  that  General 
Roberto  l'"erreira  has  issued  a  proclamation  de- 
claring himself  and  oliicers  neutral  in  the  political 
controversy  now  g'^ing  on  in  that  state.  The  same 
telegram  states,  however,  that  llie  guard  at  the 
treasury  refused  to  permit  an  orderly  of  the  qitestor 
(a  stale  official}  to  pass  in  front  of  that  building. 
In  explanation,  the  ofl'icer  of  the  guard  said  that 
this  act  was  in  compliance  with  sujierior  orders. 
If  this  is  the  neutrality  meant  by  Gener.al  Roberto, 
a  little  open  hostility  woidd  perhaps  he  a  welcome 
change. 

~ln  a  bulletin  issued  by  Gen.  Isidoro  we  find 
the  following  blast  of  defiance  fired  point-blank  at 
the  fedendisls:— "  You  boast  of  your  numbers, 
your  resources  and  your  valiant  leaders,  Very 
well,  get  thcni  all  together,  and  all  your  cannon, 
all  your  weapons,  all  your  infantry,  all  your  cav- 
alry, all  your  Fidclis,  Jocas,  lSast.arricas,  Guerreiros, 
Laiirentinos,  Domingos  Capoeira,  Balsamos,  Val- 
demiros,  Cahedas,  every  last  one  of  you,  and  then 
come  and  we  will  show  you  wdiether  we  can  make 
you  recede.  I  ain't  afeard  o'  yer  mammy  nor  none 
o'  yer  horses."  If  this  doesn't  end  the  revolution, 
why,  then  S.ampaio  must  ro  to  Rio  Grande,  even  if 
we  can't  spare  him  here  in  Rio.  We  must  make 
the  sacrifice. 

— Alcihiades  Lcite  (wdio  apparently  has  not  in 
his  breast  as  much  milk  of  human  kindness  as  his 
surname  would  seem  to  imply}  bearing  that  Alci- 
hiades of  Athens  had  once  cut  off  the  tail  of  a  dog, 
wished  to  outdo  his  great  namesake  by  cutting  olT 
the  heads  of  the  Rio  Grandenses.

Coffee  Notes 


—The  following  circular  has  been  recently  pub- 
lished : — "  The  committee  of  eoflee  factors  ol^  Ric 
de  Janeiro,  appointed  to  estimate  the  coffee  crops 
available  for  exportation  from  this  market,  ratifies 
the  estimate  it  handed  to  tlie  press  on  the  22nd  of 
last  November.  Up  to  the»end  of  January  Ihe 
season  was  uiifavor.ible,  and  the  long  ilrouth  in 
the  coffee  districts  injured  the  crop  and  at  the  same 
time  caused  its  rapid  ripening.  This  circumstance 
willlead  to  receipts  at  this  market  in  advance  of  the 
usual  time  and  will  increase  the  figures  for  the 
present  crop  year,  which  had  been  reduced  to 
2,700,000  bags.  In  some  districts  in  the  month  of 
February  there  was  abundant  flowering  and  if  the 
coffee  rcsuhing  therefrom  should  mature,  it  may 
compensate  for  the  loss  in  the  early  flowering. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  committee  deems 
advisable  to  in.aintain  for  the  present  its  estimate  of 
2,?oo,ooo  hags  as  the  maximum  quantity  available 
for  exportation.  The  want  of  laborers  and  the  lack 
of  discipline  among  the  few  wdio  seek  employment, 
and  the  rise  in  wages  are  difficulties  with  which 
the  planters  still  have  to  contend.  The  transpor- 
tation service  should  be  improved  so  that  planters 
may  promptly  market  their  crops  and  receive  sup- 
plies.— Jofujuim  Melh  Fraisco. — A/iniiida  Jorddo
